roots. By reason of its matchless climate, 
fertile soil and energetic population South- 
ern California stands forth in this time of 
stress as the veritable garden spot of the 
nation. This statement is made with a full 
realization that the exigencies of the war 
may cause the garden to be overworked. 

Jealousy was voiced in some sections of 
the East because the Garfield order closing 
shops and factories on certain days was 
not made to extend to the Far West. But 
Dr. Garfield knew that there was no occa- 
sion to limit the supply of coal in a section 
where the consumption was a negligible 
quantity. Oll has supplanted coal as a fuel 
in Southern California, and the yield of new 
oil wells during the last year has almost 
counterbalanced the extra drain on the oil 
supply by reason of the war. In the ma- 
jority of Southern California households 
fuel is used for cooking alone.

DRAWS VIVID 
WAR PICTURE. 


John Masefield Thrills Many 
at the Ebell Club. 


Famous Poet Depicts Horrors 
on Western Front. 


Issues Plea for Unity Between 
; Allies for Victory. 
BY ALMA WHITAKER. 

John Masefield, speaking in a sort 
of eloquent monotone, with an odd 
intense gentleness, quietude almost 
unmoved, succeeded in drawing 
one of the most vivid pictures of the 
war at Ebell Club yesterday that 
has yet been presented. He never 
raised his. voice or changed his 
tone, yet the scenes he depicted, 
sometimes horrible, sometimes 
Sruesomely humorous, became in- 
tensely visible to his hearers. 

He told of things he had himself 
seen both on the western front and 
in Gallipoli, of the 10,000,000 souls 
‘that have passed into eternity, the 
10,000,000 wounded which crowd 
the great buildings in each r 
erent country, of the 10,000,000 
still engaged and the 40,000,000 
supporting them ind the lines— 
the finest intelligence of the world 
devoted to the making of instru- 
ments for destruction. 

“And where,” he asked, “is all 


this heroism, this sacrifice, gol 
Into the 
war?” 


Then in calm, measured tones he 
told of the dread scenes that wit- 
of heroism—such 
as could

He told many pathetically hu- 
morous stories, but even 
audience laughed, he never smiled 
himself. Mr. Masefield seems to 
have lost the art of smiling in the 
terrible things he has witnessed. 
When he gave the British Tommie’s 
description of war, “Damned dull, 
damned dirty, and damned danger- 
ous,” he looked quite reproachful at 
the laugh that followed. 

War, he said, was largely a mat- 


ter of ne end carrying. “The 
Marne w. won.“ he quoted Gen. 
Joffre as @aying, “because the enemy 


carriers failed, and Verdun was not 
lost because the French Garriers 
did not fal.“ And then he drew a 
picture of that everlasting digging 
that everlasting carrying in the mud 
—that mud that is more dangerous 
than quicksand, in which men go to 
sleep buried to their waists. He 
told of the amazing cheerfulness of 
the men who carried the wounded 
through long weary miles of this 
mud and their pet song, The par- 
son will soon be a singeling, oh, 
h. where is thy stingeling?” 
FEATS OF SURGERY. 

And he told of the marvelous 
feats of surgery, in which Ameri- 
cans have set the highest standard, 
by which men with shattered faces 
are pieced together, built up, and 
833 er than be- 
ore. 


his lecture. These things must 
never happen again. It will not be 
do easy to stop future wars, he said, 
because war is an instinct in the 
hearts of men. Once, he said, pi- 
rates and yellow fever were ac- 
cepted as necessary evils, but just as 
the attitude of mind has been 
changed on these things, so must it 
be about war. One of the potential 
causes of trouble were the irre- 
sponsible autocrats. So many great 
wars could be laid to their door. 
There was Phillip II of Spain, a re- 
ligious dotard, a mule with religious 
leanings. There was Louis „ a 
vain old fool. There was Napoleon, 
who was as good as a man without 
principles could be. ere was 
George III, an elderly German, 
mostly mid and always stupid. And 
there is the aiser—mdénarchs 
afraid of democracy. 

The munition makers and those 
that profited by war are other po- 
tential factors, but Mr. Masefield 
declared that all the same he did 
believe wars would come to an end. 
But he claimed he was no pacifist: 
he knew that the only way to deal 
with evil men striking for power 
was to take them by the throat. 

PLEADS FOR UNITY. 


And then came the final plea. 
hope that your country will be 
able to forget the things which my 
country did to you in the past, and 
the misunderstandings that have in- 
tervened. I hope for the sake of 
the world you will be able to put 
them by in the past. For if your 
country and my country work to- 
gether wholeheartedly they can 
make war cease on this earth.” 

Mr. Masefield concluded, by spe- 
cial request, with readings from 
some of his own works. 

He will speak again at the Friday 
Morning Club on Friday morning 
at 10:30 and for the general public 
at Trinity Auditorium on Tuesday 
evening, the 19th inst. ‘

Is Aftermath of Showing of 
“Spirit of °76” Here. 


Government Charges Attempt 
to Hamper the Draft. 


Believe New Venire will Have 
to be Called in Case. 


Involving charges of disloyalty re- 
sulting from the exhibition here of 
the film drama, “The Spirit of 76.“ 
Robert Goldstein, the producer of 
the “flicker” thriller, will face United 
States Judge Bledsoe and a jury, this 
morning. 

That the jury may understand just 
what the pictures were to which the 
Federal authorities object, the of- 
fending portions of the film will be 
put on exhibition during the taking 
of the testimony. This will enable 
the jury to visualize the alleged vio- 


. lation of Section 9, Title I. of the 


act of June 15, 1917, and the 
espionage act; of Section 5, of the 
act of May 18, 1917, and Article 
58, of the Articles of War of the 
act of August 29, 1917. 
The picture, “The Spirit of 76.“ 
was seized November 28, 1917, by 
the local Federal authorities on a 
complaint sworn out by United States 
District Attorney O’Connor, during 
an engagement of the attraction at 
Clune’s Auditorium. It is charged 
that the picture is an unlawful at- 
tempt to cause insubordination, dis- 
loyalty and mutiny among American 
soldiers, and a refusal to perform 
duty on the part of the army and 
navy of the United States, by hold- 
ing up the actions of our ally, Eng- 
land, in the War of the Revolution, 
to ridicule and public execration. 
Goldstein has been in the County 
Jail ever since his arrest in Novem- 
ber. His bond was originally fixed 
at $5000, but afterwards, following 
his indictment, it was increased to 
$10,000, 

Goldstein will be represented by J. 
H. ,Ryckman and Chaim Shapiro. 
The governmert will be represented 
by Assistant United District Attor- 
neys Palmer and Lawson. . 
The government has subpoenaed 
twenty-two witnesses, including Max 
Socha, the German editor, but no 
precipe has been filed in the office 
of the clerk of the United States 
District Court for witnesses in be- 
half of the defendant. 

When the film was shown in Chi- 
cugo Goldstein was compelled by the 
Board of Censors to eliminate the 
objectionable portions of the film. 
When it was brought here, a com- 
mittee headed by Judge Bledsoe, was 
shown the picture, with a view of 
determining its loyal spirit, and in 
that run the objectionable portions 
were not shown, Federal officials say. 
But just as soon as the picture was 
approved by the committee the un- 
patriotic portions were restored, and 
they were put on the screen at 
Clune’s, it is charged. 

It is probable that considerable 
time will be spent securing a jury, 
and. although both venires will be 
on hand, representing the depart- 
ments of Judges Trippet and Bled- 
soe, Federal officials say that it need 
oceasion no surprise if a special 
venire is necessary before a jury is 
obtained. |
